The land divisions are both on R Street 
between Chestnut and Laurel avenues — 
one on the west side of R Street and the 
other on the east side. 
Culberson Construction Co. won ap­ 
proval for the split of 3.4 acres of com­ 
mercial manufacturing (C-M) land west 
of R Street, into 15 parcels of 9,000 to 
12,000 square feet each. 
Commission Chairman William Fick 
made the motion to approve, picked up a 
second from William Paulin and the con­ 
curring votes of Jean Jacoby, John Peto 
and Howard Whitaker. 
Land developer Paul Snow won ap­ 
proval for the division of approximately 
3.9 acres on the east side of h Street, into 
two parcels of 1.95 acres each. Robert 
McClure made the presentation for the 
developer. 
Both land divisions received negative 
environmental impact assessments from 
the city. 
The commission gave its blessing to 
the rezoning of some 18 acres of 


residential-agriculture land on the 
southeast comer of H Street and Central 
Avenue for single family residential 
development. Fifty-two home sites aYe 
in the project, according to the 
developer. 
The commission coupled its action 
with approval for a shift of a parcel line 
160 feet east to increase the size of a 
planned 
commercial development 
(PCD) to 4.2 net acres. 
The commission approved the amend­ 
ment of a conditional use permit for the 
Church of God, located at Seventh Street 
and North Avenue, and along with that 
action, approved the concept of residen­ 
tial development on a portion of the 
property.

County employes 
granted pay raise 
Americans, Briton 
share Nobel Prizes 


STOCKHOLM. Sw eden (U P I) — Two 
Americans and a Briton shared the 1977 
Nobel Physics prize today for solid state 
research that, among other benefits, 
could make solar heating cheaper. The 
chemistry prize was given to a Belgian 
professor who directs a therm o­ 
dynamics center at the University of 
Texas. 
The Swedish Royal Academy of 
Sciences awarded the $145.000 physics 
prize jointly to Dr. Philip W. Anderson, 
54, of the Bell Telephone Laboratories in 
Murray Hill, N.J.; Prof. John H. van 
Vleck, 78, of Harvard University, and Sir 
Nevill F. Mott. 72. of Cambridge Univer­ 
sity, England. 
In the second award of the day, the 
academy awarded the 1977 Nobel 
Chemistry prize to Prof. Ilya Prigogine 
of the Free University of Brussels in 
Belgium. Prigogine, 60, is also Director 
of the Center for Statistical Mechanics 
and Thermodynamics at the University 
of Texas. 


In announcing the aw ard, also worth 
$145,000, the academy cited Prigogine 
“ for his contributions to non-equilibrium 
thermodynamics. 
particularly the 
theory of dissipative structures.“ It said 
“the great contribution of Prigogine to 
thermodynamic theory is his successful 
extension of it to systems which are far 
from thermodynamic equilibrium.” 
Academy m em ber Prof. Bo G. 
Malmstrom said Prigogine’s work con­ 
tributed to the understanding of how liv­ 
ing beings use energy. 
“With Prof. Prigogine’s theory we can 
understand why we exist.“ Malmstrom 
said. “Of course the question of the 
origin of life cannot be solved. This 
theory, however, makes us believe that 
life’s origin was not coincidental and 
that it may be possible to trace it.” 
A spokesman at the University of 
Texas said Prirogine, born in Moscow, 
has been on the University of Brussels 
staff since 1947 and on the Texas staff 
since Sept 1, 1967 
Civil rights panel 
supports racial quotas 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. 
Commission on Civil Rights said today it 
will crusade for affirmative action 
programs in professional schools and 
deplored the “semantic discussion over 
quotas, timetables and numbers.” 
Commission chairman Arthur S Flem­ 
ming also told a news conference “equal 
access to job and career opportunities” 
is central to the elimination of dis­ 
crimination from American life.” 
“We’re ready to crusade for affir­ 
mative action programs,” he said, “and 
we think it is unfortunate for affirmative 
action to be slowed down by the semantic 
discussion over quotas, timetables and 
numbers.” 
Flemming made his remarks as the 
commission released a 12-page report 
that endorsed the use of numbers in 
special admissions programs at medical 
and law schools to overcome past dis- 


crimination against minorities. 
He said that while the commission did 
not endorse rigid, fixed quotas, it found 
the principles used in private sector af­ 
firmative action efforts — flexible goals 
implemented with a contractor’s good 
faith effort — could be applied to profes­ 
sional schools as well. 
"In the year 1977, nothing is more 
central to the success of the long 
struggle to eliminate racial discrimina­ 
tion from American life than the effort 
to establish equal access to job and 
career opportunities,” Flemming said 
The report, issued on the eve of 
Supreme Court agruments in the con­ 
troversial Bakke reverse discrimination 
case, was the first time the commission 
has sought to link affirmative action 
programs in the private sector with that 
of admissions policies in the nation's 
universities. 


Strike cuts into production 
of Lockheed jets, missiles 


BURBANK, Calif. (UPI) — A strike by 
more than 17,000 machinists cut into mis­ 
sile and jetliner production at Lock­ 
heed’s California plants for the second 
day today, but union members stayed on 
the job at the Georgia plant. 
Although no negotiations were 
scheduled, union and company represen­ 
tatives expressed guarded optimism the 
strike will not be a long one, 
The International Association of 
Machinists began the strike at 12:01 a m. 
Monday after talks broke down in an im­ 
passe over wages and seniority rules. 
At Vandenberg AFB, Lockheed and 
Boeing strikers continue to picket the 
Titan and 13th Street gates. 


A Lockheed spokesman at the base this 
morning said the firm “is still in 
operation” although he noted there is “a 
large majority” of union members out. 
Local 2217 Pres. Ed Leach estimated 125 
of 131 IAM members had joined the 
walkout. 


Lockheed employs about 250 persons in 
classified Agena satellite activities at 
Vandenberg 


A union spokesman said more than 50 
IAM local 751 members continue to 
observe the Boeing strike which today 
entered its eighth day Boeing employs 
about 300 personnel in Minuteman mis­ 
sile activity at the base. 


Shuttle orbiter 
set for another 
test Wednesday

The space shuttle orbiter is scheduled 
for another crucial test when it takes off 
from Edwards Air Force Base for its 
fourth free flight tomorrow morning 


Unlike the first three orbiter solos, 
tomorrow's flight will be without the 
streamlined tailcone attached to the aft 
of the orbiter. 


Instead, three dummy engines will be 
exposed giving the orbiter Enterprise 
flight characteristics similar to those 
crews should encounter when returning 
from actual space missions. 


Without the tailcone, the orbiter is ex­ 
pected to create a buffeting affect for the 
747 carrier aircraft. The exposed dummy 
main engines—in place of those that 
would actually maneuver the orbiter in 
outer sp ace—also will increase 
aerodynamic drag on the stumpy orbiter. 


A National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration spokesman today said there 
were two critical periods in this flight, 
which has been called one of the most 
crucial in the Approach and Landing 
Tests 


“First, the buffeting caused by the 
tailcone off. Will we be able to climb? 
Then the next point is how high can we 
get?” 
Due to the buffeting effect, the mated 
aircraft should separate at 18,200 feet 
above ground level, 3,000 feet lower than 
the three previous successful free 
flights. With the increased drag, the or­ 
biter will glide down a much steeper 
trajectory to maintain approach speeds 
similar to the coned flights 


The combined lower separation 
altitude and steeper approach angle adds 
up to an estimated two-and-one-half 
minute flight, compared to more than 
five minutes for each of three earlier 
solos. 


Because the winds have changed direc­ 
tion at the Mojave Desert base, the 
mated pair will take off heading toward 
the dry Rogers lakebed for the first time. 
According to the NASA spokesman, this 
is the preferred takeoff direction. 
Commander Joe Engle and co-pilot 
Richard Truly will return to the controls 
of the Enterprise for tomorrow’s flight. 
The fifth and final ALT free flight, also 
with the tailcone off, is tentatively 
scheduled for Oct. 26

Some 100 county m anagem ent 
employes will receive $76,704 more, ef­ 
fective Dec. 12, for the remainder of the 
1977-78 fiscal year, as the result of a 3-2 
vote taken Monday by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
The board, in turning down Supervisor 
William B. Wallace’s proposal for 
moderate pay boosts for seven elected 
officials as well — but not the county 
supervisors — backed a separate 
proposal extending pay raises only to the 
county’s managerial employes to correct 
asserted inequities in accord with 
recommendations in a consultant’s 
report 
“They’re in a tough spot,” Wallace 
conceded when asked what the elected 
officials could do to get more money. 
Wallace said the elected officials in his 
opinion had deserved what he proposed 
— one-half the increases recommended 
in the Hay Associates’ findings These in­ 
creases. he explained, would still put the 
seven officials below the average pay in 
eight comparable counties for each of 
them, and would have brought increases 
ranging from one per cent to 12 per cent. 
The 3-2 vote favoring boosts only for 
management employes — including non­ 
elected department heads, their aides 
and others in managerial classification 
— came on a motion by Supervisor David 
Yager. Montecito. 
Earlier, Wallace’s bid for pay boosts 


for both elected officials and the 
management group had died for lack of a 
second to his motion. Total cost would 
have been $84,722 for the six and one-half 
months left in the fiscal year. 
Wallace joined Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund. of Lompoc, in backing Yager’s 
motion for limiting the pay boosts to the 
management group. 
Yager, defending a pay boost for 
management personnel, said their pay 
levels should be up to the point where the 
county was assured of getting and keep­ 
ing top personnel. 
Board chairman Harrell Fletcher, 
Santa Maria, and Santa Barbara Super­ 
visor Robert Kallman voted against the 
Yager motion, without comment. 
Fletcher earlier had been for the pay 
boosts for management and all elected 
officials, including supervisors, while 
Kallman had taken the opposite stance of 
opposing any pay boosts at this time. 
The board in discussing Wallace’s 
proposal to reconsider the board’s 3-2 
decision a week previous to rescind all 
the pay cuts voted earlier, once more ran 
afoul of taxpayer representatives and in­ 
dividual citizens protesting any pay 
hikes at this time. 
Urging the board to vote down any 
county salary boosts now were Hal 
Burnett, representing Citizens for Tax 
Reform; Michael Kilgore, general 
manager. County Employes Assn.; and 
several taxpayers as individuals. 
Supreme Court allows 
commuter parking ban 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that localities may bar 
commuter parking on their streets, and 
impose other traffic restrictions to 
preserve the quality of life, without runn­ 
ing afoul of the Constitution. 
The justices handed down an unsigned 
opinion upholding an ordinance in the 
D istrict of Columbia suburb of 
Arlington, Va., which forbids commuters 
from parking on certain streets while 
letting residents of the area park there 
free. 
The opinion overruled the Virginia 
Supreme Court, which voted unanimous­ 
ly to overturn the Arlington statute. 
The justices, who will hear arguments 
Wednesday in the closely watched Allan 


Bakke “reverse discrimination” case 
from California, also handed down a 
handful of orders today. 
In one, they refused to let the Polish 
American Congress participate in oral 
arguments on the Bakke case. 
In others, they: 
—Agreed to decide whether Sen. John 
McClellan, D-Ark., is immune as a 
member of Congress from a damage suit 
by a couple whose personal papers were 
copied during his subcommittee’s in­ 
vestigation of civil disorders in the 1960s. 
— A greed to ru le w hether an 
“integrated chicken producer” — a com­ 
pany involved in all phases of producing 
broilers for market — is a “farmer” and 
thus immune from antitrust law.

County Supervisors Robert L. Hedlund 
erf Lompoc and William B. Wallace of 
Goleta said today they are joining with 
other county supervisors in 20 counties 
throuftfiout the state to demand that a 
special session of the state legislature be 
called to enact tax relief and reform. 
A joint statement issued by the two 
supervisors says that the supervisors in­ 
volved in the new pressure effort for a 
special session are “dismayed at the 
failure of the legislature to respond to a 
clear mandate of the people.” 
They emphasize that “If the powers in 
Sacramento again reject the opportunity 
to provide us with major tax justice this 
year, our supervisors network is 
prepared to sponsor a statewide in­ 


itiative.” 
Such an initiative would call for a tax 
relief-reform measure now sought by 
them including "substantial homeowner 
relief, substantial renter relief, property 
tax and income tax reform and welfare 
program financed by the state general 
fund rather than by local property tax­ 
payers.” 


Hedlund and Wallace said they would 
ask for the support of the program from 
the three other Santa Barbara County 
supervisors next Mooday and would 
press Governor Brown to call for a 
special session whether they get such 
support or not. 
The counties involved include San Luis 
Obispo 


approved it unanimously.

AHC journalists, 
officials reach 
suit settlement

Allan Hancock College journalists and 
officials have agreed on an out-of-court 
settlement of a lawsuit alleging college 
censorship of the student newspaper. 
The college admits no guilt, to charges 
filed by students but agrees to a court 
order prohibiting “prior censorship, 
which is violative of the First and 
Fourteenth Amendments” to the U.S. 
Constitution. 
Because the lawsuit was not a class ac­ 
tion, the agreement would restrain the 
college from censoring only the work of 
three student plaintiffs. 
Before the agreement can take effect, 
it must be signed by U.S. District Judge 
A. Andrew Hauk. 
Backed by the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union, the suit was filed in July by 
last year’s "Oracle” editor and two staff 
writers. The suit was directed againrt 
the AHC Board of Trustees, the former 
and current college presidents, the Dean 
of Arts and Sciences and the journalism 
instructor. 
The student lawsuit against the college 
dealt with a series of incidents beginning 
in March. Complaints include: 
—the instructor’s removal of a picture 
of four males, back to the camera, 
standing in front of a wall—apparently 
urinating. The picture was to illustrate a 
story on the lack of toilets on campus. 
—the instructor’s changing two 
phrases in a satirical opinion piece on 
student scholarships. 
—the instructor’s refusal to publish 
two letters-to-the-editor by staff writers 
criticizing the alleged censorship. 
—the instructor’s changing of a 
headline on a story about retiring college 
President Walter Conrad’s turning down 
a student petition to fly the flag at half- 
mast on the anniversary of student kill­ 
ings at Kent State University. Conrad’s 
name was omitted from the headline. 
—the request of the author of an arti­ 
cle on Coors Brewery’s “denial of human 
rights” to meet with a local Coor’s dis­ 
tributor and the college’s offer to Coors 
of a front-page reply. 
—a refusal of the Oracle staff’s request 
to re-print a collection of the best of the 
year’s articles as its final issue

Board agrees 
to LN G site 
choice expansion

The Board of Supervisors 
agreed Monday with legal 
counsel for the Hollister Ranch 
Owners Assn. on a request that 
Federal hearings slated for 
Oct. 20-21 in Los Angeles on a 
site for a liquefied natural gas 
complex be expanded to con­ 
sider offshore sites as well as 
onshore sites. 
The county counsel’s office 
was directed to prepare to peti­ 
tion the Department of Energy. 
Econom ic Regulatory Ad­ 
ministration. to allow county 
intervention, and subsequently 
to urge the “widest possible 
consideration of all alternative 
sites, including offshore.” 
Attorney George Allen, of 
Santa Barbara, counsel for the 
owners of the ranch properties 
west of Gaviota which extend to 
a point scarcely more than a 
mile from the proposed Pt. 
Conception LNG site, said he 
understood the Federal office 
involved in the Los Angeles 
hearings would make a decision 
within 30 days of the hearings. 
Consideration of offshore 
sites might mean that such a 
complex would be situated in 
Federal waters off the Califor­ 


nia coast rather than onshore 
points which have drawn 
criticism from environmen­ 
talists and others who point to 
dangers of such a facility, and 
to the bypassing of county in­ 
terests. 
The Federal office con­ 
ducting the hearing has only the 
proposed Oxnard site on its 
docket officially, said Allen. 
Allen felt sites other than Pt. 
Conception and Oxnard should 
be stu d ied by F ed era l 
authorities. 
He told the supervisors there 
actually are six sites placed 
before the State Coastal Com­ 
mission. 
“Four of them are located in 
th is cou n ty at onshore 
lo c a tio n s.” he declared, 
pointing to Guadalupe Dunes, 
Drake’s Beach on the Hollister 
Ranch, Pt. Conception and 
Tajiguas Beach. The latter site 
is in the area of a county land­ 
fill operation west of Goleta. 
The Los Angeles hearings are 
slated to begin in the Federal 
Courthouse Building at 10 a.m. 
Thursday, Oct. 20. 
Recent state legislation 
points to Pt. Conception as the 
most likely site

Retirement pay hike 
bid turned down 


M ore than 300 county 
employes who retired prior to 
Jan. 1, 1973. lost out Monday in 
their effort to have their retire­ 
ment pay increased an average 
of about seven per cent through 
recalculation of benefits. 
The Board of Supervisors 
voted unanimously to deny the 
request which came from the 
retired employes, after hearing 
County A uditor-C ontroller 
William Parsons claim the ad­ 
ded cost — seen as $51,000 for 
the remainder of the fiscal year 
and $68.000 if applied retroac­ 
tively for a year effective last 
July 1 — would have to be borne 
by taxpayers 
Ray Romero, representing 
the retired employes, said the 
added funding needed could 


come from the more than $4- 
million surplus in the retire­ 
ment system. 
This led Parsons to say the 
retirement system isn’t in that 
good a shape. He pointed to an 
asserted “unfunded liability of 
$35 million” to meet present 
commitments, and added that 
he “questioned that we have $4- 
million in the system ... we suf­ 
fered losses in the stock market 
... and assets could be reduced 
by $2.7 million” on the basis of 
current values. 
Romero asked the board to 
approve recalculation of retire­ 
ment benefits for the 300 from a 
highest three-year average to a 
high single year compensation 
to put them on parity with those 
retiring after Jan 1, 1973

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Soviet cosm onauts land 
safely ending mission

MOSCOW' (U P I) - Two 
Soviet cosmonauts safely 
landed their troubled Soyuz 25 
capsule in Soviet Asia today, 
ending a major space mission 
aborted only 130 yards from 
their goal — a link-up with an 
orbiting space station. 
Moscow Radio said cos­ 
monauts Vladimir Kovalenok 
and Valery Ryumin were in 
good condition. Their Soyuz 
capsule parachuted to earth 
safely in Kazakhstan, about 115 
miles northwest of the town of 
Tselinograd. 
The cosmonauts arrived this 
afternoon in Star City, the 
space center outside Moscow, 
for meetings with engineers 
and scientists. 


Airline 
regulation 
'wasteful' 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - Exces­ 
sive regulation is causing air­ 
line passenger and cargo space 
to go to waste, Rep. Norman Y. 
Min eta, D-€alif., a member of a 
House subcommittee on avia­ 
tion, said Monday. 
Pan American Airways has 
vacant space and seats on some 
flights from one U.S. city to 
another U.S. city, but as an in­ 
ternational carrier it cannot 
carry domestic passengers, 
Mineta said. 
“ Despite the obvious public 
benefits and good economic 
sense in the proposal to open 
the doors of existing flights to 
domestic traffic, U.S. interna­ 
tional carriers generally have 
been unable to obtain such 
authority from the C ivil 
Aeronautics Board," he said. 
“ It is a compelling example 
of the damage which can result 
from the interference of un­ 
necessary CAB regulation of 
our aviation system." 
He said in an address to the 
Pan American chapter of the 
Flight Engineers' International 
Association he thinks the 
restrictions “ are grossly ineffi­ 
cient and inequitable." 
Mineta. a San Jose Democrat 
who has introduced a bill to per­ 
mit international carriers to till 
empty seats and space on some 
flights, said a new system of 
economic regulation is needed 
“ that permits greater expan­ 
sion than current regulation 
allows." 


Teamsters won't 
honor strike 
by longshoremen 


NEW ORLEANS (U P I) - 
Teamsters have refused to 
honor a strik e by lo cal 
longshoremen who are boycot­ 
ting all cargo at the nation’s se­ 
cond largest port in defiance of 
their national officers. 
Teamsters union members 
drove trucks past irate Interna­ 
tional Longshoreman’s Associa­ 
tion pickets Monday. The 
trucks were loaded with goods 
stored in riverfront warehouses 
since before the dockworkers’ 
strike Oct. I. 
‘‘The Teamsters are not 
honoring our strike," said an 
ILA picket, who refused to give 
his name. “ We honor theirs, but 
they are not honoring ours.” 
A uthorities reported a 
quarrel between ILA members 
and a driver, but it did not lead 
to violence 
New Orleans ILA members 
also lacked the support of their 
national officers. In defiance of 
their national leaders, they 
voted for a full strike of the 
nation's second largest port, 
whereas ILA members else 
where on the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts have followed their of­ 
ficers' instructions to limit the 
strike to container ships 
ILA national leaders have 
made container ships their 
target because they reduce the 
number of waterfront jobs But 
the New Orleans members 
regard the container issue as a 
New York problem rather than 
a national matter. 
Containers account for more 
than half of New York’s port 
business, but only one-fourth of 
New Orleans’. 


“ After braking by the atmos­ 
phere, the parachute system 
was brought into action at a 
calculated altitude," Moscow 
radio said. " In the close 
vicinity of the earth, the soft- 
landing engines operated and 
the descent module landed in 
the target area." 
The Soyuz 25 mission blasted 
into space early Sunday but was 
canceled just 26 hours into the 
mission because of unspecified 
trouble as they came to within 
130 yards from docking with the 
new Salyut 6 space station. 
The Soyuz 25 was the Soviet 
Union’s first manned space f- 
light since last February and 
observers had expected it 
would provide a space spec­ 
tacular to mark this month’s 
20th anniversary of Sputnik 1 
and next month’s 60th anniver­ 
sary of the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion. 
It was the third such docking 


failure involving Soyuz capsules 
and Salyut stations in the last 
three years — with the Soyuz 25 
failure following almost the ex­ 
act pattern of failures by Soyuz 
23 in October 1976 and Soyuz 15 
in August 1974. 
The announcement of cancel­ 
lation of the Soyuz mission 
Monday came after nearly 24 
hours of official silence, which 
raised fears for the safety of 
the two rookie cosmonauts. 


Soyuz 25 was commanded by 
Lt. Col. Kovalenok, 35, a Soviet 
air force pilot and paratrooper 
who entered spaceflight train­ 
ing in 1967. Ryumin, 38, was his 
flight engineer and helped 
develop and test new space 
equipment. 
Neither of the men had ever 
flown in space before — 
although they had helped con­ 
trol both manned and unman­ 
ned flights from the ground.

Mrs. Carter calls 
for aid to Caribbean 


DORADO, Puerto Rico (U PI) 
— Rosalynn Carter called on in­ 
terested nations today to coor­ 
dinate development assistance 
to the Caribbean area, and said 
the United States “ is eager to 
meet with others to discuss this 
idea." 


The First Lady described the 
U.S. plan for coordinated as­ 
sistance in an address prepared 
for the 18th Annual U PI Editors 
and Publishers Conference, 
meeting at the Cerromar Hotel 
here. 


“ We hope this can be done 
before the end of this year," she 
said, adding that recipients “ of 
this group effort would be all 
the nations in that region, with 
w hich we have norm al 
diplomatic or commercial rela­ 
tions." 
She said that prerequisite 
would “ apparently rule out the 


participation of Cuba." 
Mrs. Carter said at present, 
development assistance comes 
from many different sources 
“ with little or no coordination 
or overall purpose ... and the 
economic problems are getting 
worse.” 
“ All these individual efforts 
need to be organized and coor­ 
dinated better," she added. 
“ One idea would be to set up a 
group, which would include 
representatives from all of the 
countries and all of the institu­ 
tions interested in contributing 
to the development of the 
Caribbean." 
Mary Hoyt, the First Lady’s 
press secretary, said this is the 
first time the U.S. proposal for 
a Caribbean Regional Develop­ 
ment Assistance Group had 
been “ articulated,” although 
others said it had been in the 
planning stage for some time.

Couple hijacks airplane; 
surrenders in Frankfurt 


FRANKFURT. West Germa­ 
ny (U PI) — A man and woman 
dressed in Czech airline uni­ 
forms hijacked a Czechoslovak 
airliner at gunpoint today and 
forced it to fly to Frankfurt 
where they surrendered peace­ 
fully and asked West Germany 
for political asylum. 
German police said the cou­ 
ple worked at ground jobs for 
tlM «UU-run Catch airline 
Ceskoslovenske Aerolinie. 
The couple armed with a 
revolver and a pistol seized a 
Soviet built short-range Yak40 
carrying 26 persons, including 
the crew, on a domestic flight 
and made it cross the border to 
Frankfurt where they gave 
themselves up after two hours 
and 15 minutes of negotiations 
with West German authorities. 
“ They have asked for politi­ 
cal asylum," Frankfurt Police 
Chief Knut Mueller told report­ 
ers after they were turned over 


to police for interrogation. 


Legal authorities said that 
even if they are allowed to stay 
in West Germany they will face 
trial here for hijacking. 


In the past refugees who 
hijacked aircraft to escape 
from Czechoslovakia were not 
sent back but were tried in 
German courts in line with 
Gorman determ ination to 
stamp out terrorism and hijack­ 
ing. 


The West German govern­ 
ment repeatedly has advocated 
an international anti-terrorist 
agreemment under which hi­ 
jackers either would be re­ 
turned to their own country or 
tried in the country they land 
in. 


The hijackers seized the air­ 
craft on a flight from Karlovy 
Vary, the former Carlsbad, to 
Prague, police said.

Several American inmates 
were inside the Oblatos Peni­ 
tentiary but none was involved 
in the fighting, prison officials 
said. The U.S. consulate in 
Guadalajara said it did not 
know how many Americans 
were inside. 
Police and army troops were 
under orders to stay out of the 
prison and began building 
towers outside the walls from 
which they can peer inside, 
police sources said. 
Officials said at least 14 
persons were killed — all stab­ 
bed or beaten to death — in the 
rioting that began early Mon­ 
day. Unofficial reports put the 
toll at 17 dead and more than 20 
wounded. 
Unconfirmed reports said one 
prisoner burned to death inside 
his kicked cell when other in­ 
mates tossed a gasoline bomb 
on his bed. 


Scientists working 
on Voyager photos 


PASADENA (U PI) - Scien­ 
tists at the Je t Propulsion 
Laboratory worked today on the 
first photos from space showing 
the Earth and its moon 
together. 
The photos were taken by 
Voyager 1 shortly after it was 
launched Sept. 5 on a years-long 
journey to scout Jupiter and the 
planets of the outer solar 
system. 
The information, stored in the 
spacecraft’s computer, was 
radioed almost 19 million miles 
back to earth during the 
weekend and early Monday. 
A computer was being used to 
. reconstruct six photos from the 
signal, and technicians could 
not say when the job will be 
completed.

The suit is being brought by 
Public Advocates, Inc. on 
behalf of six black children who 
were placed in classes for the 
“ educable mentally retarted.” 
The plaintiffs charge that these 
children are “ condemned to a 
second-rate education and are 
forever saddled with the stigma 
of mental retardation." 


The state contends that 
where the number of blacks in 
the mentally retarded classes is 
out of proportion, there are 
perfectly valid reasons for it, 
aside from any IQ testing used 
to measure the children. 


Partial 
eclipse due 
Wednesday 


LOS AN GELES (U P I) - The 
sun will go dark at midday over 
an area of the w estern 
hem isphere 
W ednesday, 
eclipsed by the moon. 
The fullness of the moon’s 
shadow, bringing a total eclip­ 
se, will fall on northern South 
America, in the area of Colom­ 
bia and*. V enezuela, and 
westward into the Pacific 
Ocean. 
A partial eclipse will occur 
southward into northeastern 
South America. Northward the 
moon’s shadow will fall over 
Central America, Mexico and 
the United States and into the 
southern rim of eastern Canada 
and most of western Canada 
and Alaska. 
The eclipse w ill be most 
noticeable toward the South­ 
west. 


The eclipse will be visible in 
Los Angeles from 11:58 a.m. to 
2:30 p.m, said Ron Oriti of the 
Griffith Park Observatory, re­ 
ducing sunlight by 47 per cent at 
its peak at 1:14 p.m. PDT. 
Total eclipses occur every 
year or two, but are visible only 
from certain regions. 


The only total eclipse of the 
sun to affect the United States 
in the remainder of this century 
will occur on Feb 26, 1979, 
when the sun will go dark over 
the Pacific Northwest. 
Astronomers warned that 
gazing directly at the sun can 
cause blindness. 


Two Sitmar Line cruise ships 
carried 1,700 passengers, in­ 
cluding many scientists, to a 
point in the Pacific 1.200 miles 
southwest of Los Angeles, 
where the eclipse could be seen 
at its fullest and longest. One 
ship left Los Angeles Sunday, 
headed for a rendezvous with 
another which left Port Ever­ 
glades, Fla., earlier. 


FBI chief-designate 
sent back to bed 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (U PI) 
— F B I Director-designate 
Frank Johnson Jr. — a “ hard- 
headed” man who “ sets his own 
course” — has been ordered to 
bed after complications from 
surgery forced postponment of 
today’s scheduled confirmation 
hearings. 
“ Basically I feel good,” said 
Johnson, who flew home from 
Washington late Monday after 
complaining of swelling in the 
groin area. “ The hearings were 
set 30 days before D r. 
(M ichael) Debakey said I 
should go. I may have tried to 
push it some." 
Debakey, the renowned heart 
specialist, performed the surg­ 
ery to correct a stomach 
aneurysm at a Houston hospital 
Aug. 26. 
Smiling and appearing notice­ 
ably stronger than when he 
returned from Houston, John­ 
son said he did not think the 
complications would harm his 
chances in the Senate confirma­ 
tion hearings 
The hearings are expected to 


be rescheduled for January 
Dr. J.J. Kirschenfeld, John­ 
son’s personal physician, exam­ 
ined the U.S. district judge 
after his arrival, then told 
reporters the complications 
arose because Johnson did ‘‘too 
much, too soon.' 
“The judge is hard-headed 
and sets his own course," he 
said. 
Kirschenfeld said he's or­ 
dered Johnson to bed for two 
days and he wants him to re­ 
main at home for several more 
days. 
“ He’s tired and worn out but 
he is in excellent condition as 
far as his general health goes, 
Kirschenfeld said. 
After a 
week of rest, he should be able 
to resume a moderate amount 
of activity." 
“ There are no real complica­ 
tions," he added. “ As far as the 
surgery was concerned, it was a 
success. 
Johnson, 58, a Republican, 
first declined the F B I post last 
December, 
but reconsidered 
earlier this year.

Battery water was one thing.

But never, absolutely never, could 
I remember what weight oil to have 
put in my car though Old Bogey kept 
telling me and telling me. 
The horrible truth of the matter is 
that I really expect that one gets in a 
car, turns the key and it goes. 
And goes. 
And goes. 
When anything goes wrong and for 
some reason or other it doesn’t do 
what I expect, I am completely 
helpless and dependent on Old 
Bogey to make things right. 
That’s why I got so excited about 
the class “Auto Maintenance for 
Women” sponsored by Lompoc 
Parks and Recreation. 
Even though I couldn’t sign up for 
the Tuesday night class myself 
there were plenty of women who did 
and there’s still a waiting list of 25 
for the next class in January. 
Between 12-14 women are now in 
their third week of classes taught by 
Bob Nigro at the Standard-Chevron 
Station, College and H St. 
The class, which meets from 7 to 9 
p.m. through Nov. 15 will cover such 
things as: 
— Dashboard instruments, gauges 
and “idiot” lights — why they light 
up and what to look for when they 
do. 
(We had one car with a blue light 
that told us it was cold for fully 10 
minutes after you started it even 
when the outside temperature was 
96). 
— Where do squeaks and groans 


originate, why they disappear when 
one drives into a service station — 
and then commence as soon as one 
leaves! 
(Technically of course I can’t 
answer that, either. But 
I’ll bet its governed by the same 
principal as having your tooth stop 
aching on the way to the dentist).. 


— Causes of vibrations and shim­ 
mies 
— Change oil and filter 
— Change fan belt 
— Check and add brake fluid 
— Proper way to use jumper 
cables 
— Check water in battery and 
clean connections 
— Correct air pressure for dif­ 
ferent types of tires and changing 
tires. 
— Check hoses 
— Change air filter 
— Change flasher bulbs 
— Replace fuses 
— Change wiper blades 
— Use the new oscilloscope which 
shows what a car’s “heart” looks 
like. 
Smog equipment — how it affects 
your car 
— Use alignment equipment

students the proper oil filter to in­ 
stall. 
So Old Bogey and I grabbed our 
own personal camera with the faulty 
strobe light (which worked at home) 
and went toodling down to the sta­ 
tion to take the picture. 
First I tried.

But the strobe simply wouldn’t 
work. 
Guess we’ll have to buy a new one 
we can depend on. 


Ronda Pickett, who’s with the 
Parks and R ecreation Dept., 
herself, is taking the class. 
She says the first night the women 
reported to class they were thinking 
a little about how greasy they were 
going to get. 
But Nigro had a white coat for 
every one of them. 
That’s pretty thoughtful. 
As for reactions up to this point, 
Ronda says, “ We’re all just 
standing there with our mouths 
open.” 
As enthusiastic as they all are 
they’re bound to learn a lot. 
And save a lot of money, too.

close on many would-be members, Dial 
says. All programs have ceased now dur­ 
ing the transition from old to new 
building. 
But when the club re-opens next 
March, the director hopes to greet “a 
great cross-section of boys in the com­ 
munity.” He plans a “much broader 
variety” of programs to entice them. 
Dial is the only staff member now In 
March he will be assisted by two full­ 
time and three part-time employes plus 
10 volunteers. 
Girls’ Club will continue to schedule 
some activities in the new building, in­ 
cluding some gym time, Dial stressed. 
The two clubs often schedule joint ac­ 
tivities. 
Despite glowing thoughts of the future 
Boys’ Club, Dial admits he has a persis­ 
tent concern: Where will all the money 
come from? 


One major support is the United Way. 
It has provided about 60 per cent of the 
club operating budget in the past. $7,300 
last year. Some $10,000 had been 
requested. Fourteen other agencies also 
depend on United Way, which has in­ 
creased its overall campaign goal to 
$86,000 this year. 
“You know.” Dial tells you, "it’s been 
frustrating to have to turn kids away. 
Now we can really see great progress. 
When we get our new building we can do 
all kinds of things for boys. 
“I really like to remind people that 
United Fund money stays in Lompoc. 
And we need it here. The campaign has 
raised about $70,000 for the last four 
years. The town’s growing. Boys’ Club is 
growing. 
“But will United Fund grow?” 
Ken Dial will get the community’s 
answer within the next two months.

They talked of many things, but 
since the hurricane was uppermost 
in their minds, they spoke mostly 
about hurricanes. Gerry asked, 
“Isn’t it strange that they always 
name hurricanes after girls and 
never boys?” Adam answered, 
“That’s not so strange, grandma. 
After all, they’re HERicanes and 
not HIMicanes.” 
We may think we know all the 
necessary precautions to take when 
there’s a possibility of a hurricane 
(or even an inland tornado) hitting 
us But if there’s a chance of some­ 
day being smashed by one of these 
big storms, it’s wise to have a handy 
checklist of things to do. When our 
family left Fire Island in a hurry, 
they thought they had done 
everything to “batten down the 
h a tc h e s ” 
But 
then 
they 


remembered they had neglected to 
leave a small crack open in a few 
windows on the west side of the 
house — away from the oncoming 
blow — to hold down the pressure 
building up inside. 
We now live high up in a tall 
building and when we are alerted to 
a possible hurricane we will bring in 
our terrace furniture and other 
objects because they could blow 
around and shatter a large glass 
terrace door. We will leave that 
door open a crack to break any in­ 
ternal force of the wind. We have a 
supply of old towels and sheets to 
build a small dam to keep water out 
of the living room if it rises higher 
than the door step. 
We keep two small flashlights 
handy, one in the bedroom night 
table and the other near the 
entrance to our apartment, because 
it’s a sure bet electric power will be 
cut off before the hurricane strikes. 
We have two transistor radios and 
once a year we put fresh batteries in 
the radios and flashlights, with 
spare batteries stored in the 
refrigerator 
To bring light out of darkness, we 
don’t rely on decorative candles. We 
have a supply of Jewish memorial 
candles, one for each room, which 
can be bought at a supermarket. 
They are enclosed in thick glass 
water tumblers, will burn for more 
than 24 hours, should be placed in a 
saucer and won’t tip over. 
If we have advance warning we 
will fill the bathtub and have 
another supply of water in a few 
large kitchen pots. We always have 
two plastic quart bottles with water 
in the refrigerator just for any 
emergency, even being blacked-out 


by a local power failure. 
Gerry was in New York visiting 
her sister during the massive 
blackout there They were snug in a 
solidly built high rise building. But 
when the power went off, so did the 
electricity in the building. The 
elevators weren’t operating, but 
neither was the pump which brought 
water up to the higher floors of the 
building 
During the hurricane season we 
keep a minimum of perishable food 
in the freezer just in case we lose 
our electricity for an extended 
period. We won’t go hungry because 
in our comer of a pantry shelf we 
have our “disaster food kit” of 
staples which will sustain us for a 
few days. But right beside the cans 
of food we have one of those old- 
fashioned 
hand-operated can 
openers. Those new-fangled ones 
won’t work when there’s no 
electricity. 
Fires can happen during a heavy 
storm. We keep a small fire ex­ 
tinguisher attached to a closet wall. 
And we were advised to buy a dry 
chemical unit because the liquid 
type could be toxic in a non­ 
ventilated area 
And during a 
hurricane, we surely will have our 
windows closed. 
Our apartment seems to be solidly 
built. We’ll feel the full blow of the 
winds because we’re about one- 
quarter of a mile from the ocean, 
but still far enough away so our lob­ 
by and my auto won’t be flooded. We 
think we’ll be safe and comfortable 
because we’ve taken all he correct 
precautions. I might even be able to 
read a book during the storm — by 
candlelight, of course.

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NEW YORK (UPI) — Steve Garvey, a 
one-time batboy for both World Series 
rivals and sometimes known as the “Gee 
Whiz Kid” of the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
believes the 1977 matchup with the New 
York Yankees “is the greatest attraction 
baseball has to offer.” 
“Probably at least one-third of the peo­ 
ple in the country and maybe the world 
are Dodger or Yankee fans in one form 
or another,” said Garvey, one of four 
Dodgers to hit at least 30 homers during 
the National League season, a major 
league record. "They’re looking at this 
as something special. I hope we make it 
something special for them.” 
The Dodger-Yankee rivalry began in 
1941 when New York City had three 
major league teams — the current San 
Francisco Giants were the third — and 
produced some of the most exciting 
Series ever played. The teams have met 
eight previous times, with the Yankees 
winning six times and the Dodgers once 
as a representative of Brooklyn in 1955 
and once for Los Angeles in 1963. 
“I haven’t seen them personally ex­ 
cept in spring training, but the Yankees 
seem to have a quality team,” Garvey 


said. “They seem more powerful than 
Kansas City. 
“They have some power hitters in 
Reggie Jackson and Graig Nettles and 
are kinda like the Phillies with Greg 
Luzinski and Mike Schmidt,” Garvey ad­ 
ded. “During spring training I was hop- 
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ing the season would wind up with a 
Dodger-Yankee WorH Series. There is a 
lot of nostalgia connected with it. 
“I think we’re the better team all the 
way around. I think we have better 
pitching and a well-rested bullpen. 


Asked what he recalls most about his 
experiences as a batboy for the Yankees, 
Garvey said, “I remember the humor of 
Yogi Berra and that they always con­ 
ducted themselves with class.” 


The Dodgers gave Brooklyn its only 
world championship with a seven-game 
victory over the Yankees in 1955, with 
left-fielder Sandy Amoros turning in one 
of the Series’ most memorable catches 
to save the seventh game. With Sandy 
Koufax and Don Drysdale heading the 
Los Angeles pitching staff, the Dodgers 
blitzed the Yankees in four straight in 
1963, yielding a total of four runs. 
The 1941 S eries produced the 
memorable Mickey Owen passed ball. 
The Dodger catcher was charged with a 
passed ball on a third strike to Tommy 
Henrich which would have ended the 
fourth game. Instead, the Yankees 
rallied to win the game and take the 
Series in five games.

Avellini's ambition 
pays off against Rams 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Bob Avellini 
achieved an ambition Monday night and 
it paid off in a victory for the Chicago 
Bears. 
The one-time Maryland quarterback, 
starting his 22nd game as the Bears’ 
signal-caller, called his own plays for the 
first time with amazing success. He 
threw three touchdown passes and Bob 
Thomas kicked a 33-yard field goal to 
give the Bears a 24-23 decision over the 
Los Angeles Rams. 
“We cut down on our game plan and 
told Bob early in the week he would call 
the plays,” said Bears’ Coach Jack 
Pardee. “We thought we needed more 
leadership on the field and that was one 
way to get it.” 
Avellini wound up with three spec­ 
tacular touchdown passes. Two of them 
went to James Scott and covered 70 and 
72 yards — the longest pass completions 
or receptions for both the passer and 
receiver. The winning touchdown came 
on a 29-yard throw to tight end Greg Lat- 
ta. 
"I saw Greg in the end zone and I had 
been kind of scrambling backwards so I 
threw as hard and as high as I could 
throw and he made a great catch, 
Avellini said of the winning score. 
He also credited Scott for great 
catches on the other two touchdown 
strikes. 
Avellini outpitched the Rams’ quarter­ 
back star Joe Namath, who wound up 
completing 16-of-40 passes for 203 yards. 
But he threw four interceptions, was 
sacked twice for 19 yards and failed to 
connect for a touchdown

Dodger fans 
gobble up 
Series tickets 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Thousands of 
determined Dodger fans lined up at more 
than 200 locations Monday to buy up 
15,000 World Series tickets, but most 
walked away empty handed 
The surging lines of would-be series 
goers were generally orderly with police 
breaking up a few fistfights sparked by 
fans protecting their places in line. No 
arrests were made. 
There were only 5,000 tickets for each 
of the three possible scheduled games 
available at the 90 to 100 Ticketron out­ 
lets and 130 Mutual Ticket Agency 
branches. 
Ticketron sold the last of its allotted 
13,254 tickets at 2.18 p.m., exactly 2 
hours and 18 minutes after the sale 
began. Mutual sold its 2,000 tickets 
within two hours. 
Dave Hodgson of the downtown Mutual 
outlet estimated the crowd there at more 
than a thousand. 
“I knew we had only a few tickets and I 
tried to announce several times to the 
crowd that they had almost no chance, 
but nobody left,” said Hodgson. 
Dodger Stadium has a capacity of 
about 56,000. 


But Frazier says this was not a hassle 
with management. 
“I was not upset with the Knicks,” he 
said softly. “It was a perfect marriage 
for us. They got two titles and I got for­ 
tune and fame.” 
Frazier, the cool cat who led Southern 
Illinois to the National Invitation Tour­ 
nament championship in 1967 and then 
spearheaded the Knicks to National 
Basketball Association titles in 1970 and 
1973, feels a change of uniform “is a new 
start for me."

While his former teammate Willis 
Reed was being inducted into the 
Madison Square Garden Hall of Fame 
across town, “Clyde” Frazier held his 
own news conference to air his feelings 
over the deal that brings Jim Cleamons 
to the Knicks. 
" I’m gonna have a lot of good 
memories of New York, but all things 


have to end. This is a new start. It’s 
similar to when I joined the Knicks, ex­ 
cept that now I have 10 years of ex­ 
perience. Cleveland is playing well and 
people will be optimistic now that they 
can win the championship.”

The 1947 Series was highlighted by 
Cookie Lavagetto’s pinchdouble in the 
ninth inning which won the game for the 
Dodgers and deprived Bill Bevens of a 
no-hitter, plus a sensational catch by 
left-fielder A1 Gionfriddo which robbed 
Joe DiMaggio of a possible homer in the 
sixth game. The Yankees won the Series 
in seven games, with Joe Page starring 
in relief in the final game. 
The Yankees easily defeated a "flat” 
Dodger team in 1949, four games to one, 
and then won tremendous struggles in 
1952 and 1953. Allie Reynolds starred as a 
starter and reliever in both Series and 
current New York Manager Billy Martin 
batted .500 and singled home the winning 
run in the final game in 1953. 
The Yankees’ victory in 1956 was 
highlighted by Don Larsen’s perfect 
game - the only perfect game in Series 
history — and the Yankees’ comeback to 
win the Series after losing the first two 
games. 
“They said anything could happen 
when the Yankees and Dodgers got 
together,” grinned Yankee Coach Yogi 
Berra, who played in six of those Series. 
“And you know what? Anything can hap­ 
pen this time, too.” 
Managers go 
with aces in 
game one 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The New York 
Yankees and the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
two teams which have created some of 
the most memorable moments in World 
Series history, meet in the first game of 
a best-of-seven playoff for the world 
cham pionship 
tonight 
with each 
manager banking on his "money 
pitcher. 
Right-hander Don Sutton, a Yankee fan 
as a kid who fulfilled his lifetime ambi­ 
tion of pitching in Yankee Stadium dur­ 
ing last July’s All-Star Game, will start 
for the Dodgers, while the Yankees will 
counter with left-hander Don Gullett. 
The Dodgers are 6-5 favorites for the 
first game and a 13-10 choice to win the 
Series. 
Both pitchers have a reputation of be­ 
ing at their best in post-season competi­ 
tion. Sutton boasts a perfect 3-0 record in 
National League playoff competition and 
is 1-0 in the World Series, while Gullett, a 
former star for the Cincinnati Reds, is 2- 
1 in World Series competition with a 2.72 
earned run average. 
"This guy, Don Sutton, has won more 
games than anyone in the history of the 
Los Angeles franchise,” said Dodgers 
Manager Tom Lasorda 
"We couldn't 
ask for a better pitcher to start us off .” 
Sutton makes it clear thia will be work 
and not play. 
The selection of Gullett to pitch is 
somewhat surprising since the fastball- 
ing left-hander was believed to be 
finished for the season after hurting his 
shoulder in the first game of the playoffs 
against Kansas City. But, Manager Billy 
Martin’s staff is so arm-weary from the 
playoffs he is left with little choice. 
Gullett, though, appeared ready for the 
challenge, 
"I have to feel 100 per cent now, 
he 
said. “I don’t think any pitcher goes out 
there 100 per cent very often. You do the 
best you can with what you have on any 
given day.” 
The Yankees and Dodgers have met 
seven times previously in World Series 
competition, with the Yankees holding a 
6-2 edge. But, they have been matched 
only once — in 1963 — since the Dodgers 
moved out of Brooklyn to Los Angeles 2u 
years ago. Los Angeles swept that 
Series, four games to none, behind a cou­ 
ple of pitchers named Don Drysdale and 
Sandy Koufax. 
To show his respect for the Dodgers 
club, Yankees’ owner George Steinbren- 
ner invited their entire squad and their 
wives to lunch at a posh restaurant this 
afternoon. 
The good feelings will end tonight.

The tipoff: 
John McEnroe, the 18-year-old sensation at Wimbledon and re­ 
cent conqueror of Manuel Orantes in the TransAmerica tourna­ 
ment, is going to have to get a rein on himself before he descends 
into the boorish Connors-Nastase class. Maybe a full diet of classes 
at Stanford, where he’s recently enrolled (tennis must be his 
major), will help him develop some manners. 
Q. Can you explain how Stanford, bothered with wet footballs in 
the Tulane game that cramped their passing game, was able to 
cure that problem in the second half? — T.R., Mountain View, 
Calif. 
A. In college football, a team is allowed to provide its own foot­ 
balls (provided, of course, they meet NCAA specifications). Coach 
Bill Walsh of Stanford appealed to the game officials to let him do 
it for the second half after Guy Benjamin had trouble handling the 
ball because of New Orleans’ high humidity and-or Tulane linemen 
were spitting on it before the snap. In the NFL there is only one 
standard football used. 
Q. Who do you think is the top college quarterback in the country 
today as a pro prospect? — G.H., Provo, Utah. 
A. I have to say it’s a tossup between Gifford Nielsen of Brigham 
Young and Stanford’s Guy Benjamin — both rangy, smart and with 
great arms. My personal nod goes to Benjamin because I think he 
could step into a pro lineup right now. He’s a unique type who 
spends the mornings before a game meditating, and then watching 
two hours of cartoon shows on tv. 
Q. I heard that A1 Davis, the owner of the Oakland Raiders, had a 
hand in the sale of the San Francisco 49ers to the DeBartolo fami­ 
ly. Was this ethical, what was his exact role and what did he get 
paid? — H.B., Pleasanton, Calif. 
A. Davis was brought into the negotiations by Joe Thomas, the 
49ers' new general manager, who was representing the DeBar- 
tblos, because Joe felt he needed a powerful figure in the league 
privy to the maneuverings necessary to bring about a purchase. It 
raises eyebrows, but there’s nothing illegal about it. Davis got 
$300,000 for his go-between work and has confided to some people 
the thought he might have gotten almost triple that. 
Q. Why does Reggie Jackson knock the New York press? I heard 
him do it on radio. What kind of year did he have overall? — N.M., 
Elizabeth, N.J. 
A. Jackson doesn’t understand media which doesn’t fawn on him. 
He likened the New York press to a cobra, ready to lash out at him 
all the time, but a lot of it was brought on by his own moodiness. 
Despite all this, and desoite aarlv criticism about his fielding 
deficiencies, he has had a productive year for the Yankees, rival­ 
ing his best season with the Oakland A’s, 1973, when he was the 
American League’s most valuable player. 
Q What team sport makes the most money before and after ex­ 
penses? I would think it’s basketball because of a lesser payroll, 
equipment, overhead, etc. Please compare the NBA, NFL, NHL, 
baseball and soccer. - G.C , Hazard, Neb 
A. That's a tough question to answer definitively because not all 
figures are available — only publicly held corporations like the 
Green Bay Packers must reveal their profit and loss figures. My 
own feeling is that pro football still is No. 1 on the list of good in­ 
vestments, on a sportwide basis, because its salaries are on the 
average the lowest next to soccer, and it has the best television 
contract. You can, of course, point out teams like the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, which have big profit margins, but in baseball they’re 
balanced by have-nots like the San Francisco Giants. 
Q Who is the most colorful broadcaster in baseball today' — 
Frank Ornelas, Santa Paula, Calif. 
A What’s the criterion? Personal color? I guess that would have 
to be the much traveled Harry Caray For the guy who delivers the 
most vivid portrait of a game, there is still none better than Vince 
Scully of the Dodgers, who has branched out to network broad­ 
casting in all sports

Can Sutton handle the 
pressure of the Series?

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
o d d sm a k ers lik e the 
Dodgers to win the World 
Series and I agree with 
them. Los Angeles in six is 
the way I see it. 
One of the big reasons has 
to do with the man who’s go­ 
ing against the Yankees 
tonight, Don Sutton. He’s a 
“money pitcher,” the kind 
who certainly can be beaten, 
but one who will never beat 
himself. 
The 32-year-old, curly- 
haired right-hander from 
Clio, Ala., is what the other 
ballplayers call “a winner,” 
which means he doesn’t gag 
in tough situations. He 
doesn’t choke. 
“Whenever we’re in a big 
ball game, Don always rises 
to the occasion,” says left­ 
hander Tommy John, who 
pitched the pennant-clincher 
for the Dodgers against the 
Phillies and will start Fri­ 
day night’s third Series 
game in Los A ngeles. 
“Every time I see him go 
out there in a game like this 
one, I’m confident.” 
Tommy John isn’t blowing 
smoke up Don Sutton’s back. 
He’s merely making a state­ 
ment completely in keeping 
with Sutton’s record. When 


it comes to pitching in World 
Series, playoff or All-Star 
games, Sutton’s record is 
perfect and there aren’t too 
many other pitchers around 
who can make that state­ 
ment. 
He was a World Series 
winner in 1974 against the 
A’s. beat the Pirates twice 
in the playoffs that same 
year and was the winning 
pitcher in this year’s All- 
Star gam e. Sutton has 
pitched in 10 of these games, 
counting the World Series, 
playoffs and All-Star con­ 
tests, and has never been 
beaten once. 
One thing you can depend 
on. The pressure of facing a 
team like the Yankees isn’t 
likely to get to Sutton the 
way it did to some of those 
you n ger K an sas C ity 
pitchers in Sunday night’s 
playoff finale. 
Sutton’s approach to 
tonight’s assignm ent is 
precisely what it should be, 
thoroughly professional and 
not too emotional. 
“This is one of the world’s 
greatest spectacles and you 
should enjoy it,” he says. “I 
w ill. I’m doing what I 
always wanted to and plan 
on enjoying every minute of 
it, because I may never be 
here again. If I lose, they 


won’t shoot me at sunrise, 
and if I win, they won’t give 
me the keys to the city nor 
will my 7-year-old son, 
D aron , or 3 -y ea r-o ld 
daughter, Staci, be any more 
impressed with me than they 
are now.” 
That’s the way Don Sutton 
talks. 
Listening to Sutton re­ 
minds me of the way Terry 
Bradshaw talked on the 
Steelers’ second trip to the 
Super Bowl after the 1975 
season. 
“I’m here to have a good 
time and enjoy myself,” 
said the Pittsburgh quarter­ 
back, and that’s exactly 
what he did, completing nine 
passes for 209 yards and two 
touchdowns in a 21-17 victory 
over Dallas. 
Somehow, the Dodger 
players generally don’t seem 
as tense or uptight as a 
number of the Yankee 
players do and that may be 
due to the fact that getting to 
this point wasn’t as much of 
an ordeal for them as it was 
for the Yanks. Also, the 
Dodgers don’t have any par­ 
ticular ego problems. 
That was especially evi­ 
dent before the playoffs 
when a newsman asked Sut­ 
ton who he felt should be 
the Dodgers’ first game 


pitcher. 
“I said I thought we should 
go with our best in the open­ 
ing game,” he commented 
during Monday’s final pre- 
Series’ workout at Yankee 
Stadium. 
‘“Who’s that?” ’ Sutton 
continued, repeating the 
question that was put to him. 
“‘Tommy John,’ I said.” 
The Dodger players are 
like that. There doesn’t 
seem to be any backbiting or 
harping among them over 
who makes more money. 
“‘Sut’ was very kind to say 
that,” said John upon hear­ 
ing what Sutton had to say 
about him. “I feel he was 
correct in saying that. By 
that, I mean we have five 
starters on this club and I 
had the best season among 
them, but that’s not saying I 
am the No. 1 pitcher on this 
ball club. We do not have a 
No. 1 pitcher on this ball 
club. What difference does it 
make what number you 
are?” 
Right there is another 
reason I like the Dodgers to 
win. Actually, what Tommy 
John says is the same thing 
George Steinbrenner has 
been trying to tell the 
Yankees all along, only he’s 
having a little trouble get­ 
ting through.

“Jerry Brown secretly sup­ 
ports all Civil Service employe 
unions’ right to strike,” Burkett 
charged, adding that the gover­ 
nor has “refused to sign the in- 
titiative petition being cir­ 
culated to end Civil Service 
employe walkouts. 
“ It is time for Gov. Brown to 
respond to the needs of the peo­ 


ple and not the will of union 
organizations that contribute to 
his political campaigns. 
“Taxpayers are disgusted at 
seeing Civil Service employes 
in California drawing some of 
the highest government pay­ 
checks in the nation, calling 
strikes and walking off their 
jobs.” 
Burkett said there was a 
dangerous and growing threat 
to the safety and welfare of the 
public because most Civil Ser­ 
vice personnel are unionized 
and have “the awesome power 
to conduct strikes dangerous to 
the public’s general welfare.” 
“With this new-found power 
the Civil Service employes un­ 
ions have called 
numerous 
strikes against the public in­ 


terest and the public safety 
with a calloused ‘public be 
damned’ attitude, regardless of 
how much suffering and danger 
their strikes have caused the 
taxpayers and the community.” 
He said it was “essential” 
that Californians determine 
future Civil Service salaries, 
benefits and costs of running 
the state government. 


“ Public employes now have 
collective bargaining right,” 
Burkett said, “but I oppose giv­ 
ing Civil Service employes the 
right to strike. Civil Service pay 
is not only extremely high for 
the work performed, but it is 
muc h h i g he r t ha n wh at 
em ployes 
receive in the 
private sector.”

Bobby Baker 


One of the busiest places in Lompoc 
Valley is the conference room in the 
county’s new administration building at 
Cypress Avenue and E Street. There are 
weeks when the room is booked solid 
each day or night of the week 
Thursday night for example the room 
is occupied by Art Hib- 
bits' Advisory Com­ 
mittee for the County 
General Plan 
The 
county’s employment 
aide has a regular ses­ 
sion in the room each 
Friday. 
Represen­ 
tatives of Sen. Omer 
R ains 
and 
A s­ 
semblyman Gary Hart 
have used the facility 
fairly regularly back 
through time. 
In addition to those 
more visible reservations, the room has 
been used by the County Employes As­ 
sociation, the Lompoc Sheriff’s Search 
and Rescue Team; the mental health 
department; CETA (California Employ­ 
ment and Training Act); the State Soil 
Conservation Service; subheanngs by 
the staff of the California Public Utilities 
Commission; and the county transporta­ 
tion department, just to name the most 
prominent. 
All this in the approximate three years 
since the building was completed 
In former times, according to Dep. 
County Clerk Ann Sweet, many of the 
organizations met in the Veterans 
Memorial Building at H Street and 
Locust Avenue; some met in the nooks 
and crannies of other county facilities 
and a lot of them met in Lompoc 
Library. The latter facility is still used 
extensively, as for example, the session 
last week of the county’s Juvenile 
Justice Commission and Delinquency 
Prevention Committee. 


I understand Mission Hills Water Co 
has filed the necessary applications with 
the state to extend the company s ser­ 
vice area. Company officials couldn't be 
reached Monday and it was a holiday for 
state offices That left only the conjec­ 
ture that Mission Hills Water Co., was 
preparing the way to serve another 
phase of the Mesa Oaks development and 
in the long range a proposed ranchette 
development east of Mission Hills 
The company has been operating under 
a restricted classification imposed by 
the PUC That fact has clouded plans to 
expand the company's service area. Part 
of the problem is the existence of 
seemingly contradictory PUC letters, 
one indicating the restricted status, the 
other the opposite. That confusion has 
yet to be clarified. 
If past practice is followed, the 
developers in either case noted here 
would drill new wells and turn them over 
to the water company to operate.

Hottest thing about town the past cou­ 
ple of weeks has been the proliferation 
of, for want of a better name, 
“skateboard incline boards .” Most of 
them seem to have been built by the 
skateboard fraternity and bear all the 
signs of youthful improvisation Simplv 
put. the boards are curved units of 
plywood that give the skateboarder 
something of the feel of a real 
skateboard track. The skateboarder 
maneuvers onto the flat threshhold of the 
unit and thence upward following the 
curve of the plywood At the top. there is 
a pinwheel maneuver that points the 
skateboard downhill again. 
And so on They’re all over town. 


Monday was another of those 
schizophrenic days: a holiday for state 
and federal employes and not for city 
and county. That’s not all bad I guess, 
For one thing it should serve to take the 
edge off the usual holiday travel crush. 
On the other hand it would tend to dilute 
the fervor with which we anticipate holi­ 
days. 


Some observers are still pondering the 
switch in sentiment expressed by the 
Lompoc Advisory Committee for the 
County General Plan 
Readers may 
recall that the committee added a parcel 
of about 450 to 500 acres on the west and 
northwest to Vandenberg Village one 
week and the following week, deleted it. 
As it stands now the map is without the 
parcel west of the Village, but with the 
300-acre ranchette development parcel 
east of Mission Hills. 
All this is in connection with commit­ 
tee efforts to draw an urban-rural limit 
line There was no immediate informa­ 
tion to explain why the committee added 
the area west of the Village and then 
deleted it the following week. 
Efforts to find out if some outside 
force had been applied to get the com­ 
mittee to reverse itself failed. County 
planner Tom Hart said it was his under­ 
standing that the shift was part of the 
sifting processes of the committee en 
route to a meeting of minds on the sub­ 
ject of urban-rural limit lines. 
On hand last Thursday when the shift 
came was an audience of about 30 
persons, not the least of them being 
Carol Nash, a resident of Vandenberg 
Village and a member of the county plan­ 
ning commission. 


WASHINGTON - Bobby Baker, the 
bright-eyed Senate wheeler-dealer 
whose financial finagling became an em­ 
barrassment to Lyndon Johnson, was 
once asked by Richard N ixon’s 
henchmen for some dirt on the 
Democrats.

Although 
the manuscript, 14 
years in the making, is 
still in draft form, we 
have learned it will 
contain new revela­ 
tions about Johnson 
and 
Nixon. 
as 
well as John Kennedy, Dwight 
Eisenhower. John Connally, Bebe 
Rebozo. Abe Fortas. Clark Clifford and 
Robert Vesco. 
Shortly before the 1972 presidential 
election. Baker relates, Nixon’s closest 
crony. Bebe Rebozo, asked Baker if he 
had any derogatory information on 
Democratic, N ational Chairman 
Lawrence O’Bien. 
Baker conceded to Rebozo in a private 
meeting that he wasn’t too fond of the 
Democratic candidate. Sen 
George 
McGovern. D-S.D But he told Rebozo 
that he didn’t know of any scandalous 
material on O’Brien. 
Undaunted. Rebozo reportedly pressed 
Baker for embarrassing information on 
other leading Democrats. The peppy 
Baker was only able to suggest some 
minor violations that Rebozo wasn’t in­ 
terested in. 
Nixon’s personal attorney, Herbert 
Kalmbach, also is said to have pressed 
Baker for derogatory information on 
O’Brien, the book says The Nixon forces 
were preoccupied with O’Brien, Baker 
says, because they feared he could link 
Nixon to embarrassing incidents involv­ 
ing billionaire recluse Howard Hughes. 
In another chapter, Baker describes 
how he asked Johnson, once he was out of 
office, to help him out of his legal dif­ 
ficulties with the federal government At 
Baker’s urging, LBJ allegedly asked 
former Texas Gov. John Connally to in­ 
tervene with President Nixon on Baker s 
behalf. 
Johnson reportedly felt that Baker, 
who already had been convicted of theft 
and income tax evasion, was the target 
of a political vendetta. At LBJ’s request. 
Connally allegedly asked Nixon to grant 
a pardon to Baker. 
Nixon, says Baker, rejected the idea. 
Baker now says he was not interested in 
any pardon because it would have been 
an admission of wrongdoing. 
Another time, President Nixon called 
Johnson to tell him coyly he was naming 
LBJ s old friend, John Connally, as 
Secretary of the Treasury. Instead of be­ 
ing pleased. Johnson was angry because 


neither Nixon nor Connally had cleared it 
with him. LBJ’s longtime friend Liz 
Carpenter confirmed to us that Johnson 
“ was slightly hurt” because Nixon 
called him only five minutes before mak­ 
ing the official announcement.

SUCCESS FORMULA - Many 
hospitals are being deluged with free bot­ 
tles of infant formula by the two giant 
corporations that dominate the market. 
Bristol-Myers and Abbott Labs, which 
sell about 85 per cent of all infant for­ 
mula in the United States, have been 
sending truckloads of free samples to the 
nation's larger hospitals to influence new 
mothers. Admitted a Bristol-Myers 
spokesman: “Obviously mothers are im­ 
pressed with a product they receive from 
a hospital.” 
But the hospitals are getting so much 
free formula that they have had to rotate 
between each company’s freebies. So the 
firm s’ promotion men, who visit 
hospitals as often as once a week, have 
had to offer other inducements, such as 
free architectural consulting work, sym­ 
posiums and speakers. 
Spokesmen for both firms told our 
reporter, Warren Fiske, that their 
promotion practices are a “public ser­ 
vice.” But they refused to tell us how 
much they spend on promotion or what 


other inducements they offer. 
Two years ago, however, a small com­ 
pany named Baker Beechnut sued the 
two corporations for unfair competition 
and antitrust violations. Bristol-Myers 
and Abbott Labs settled the suit by pay­ 
ing large sums to their tiny rival. 
HIDDEN PROFITS - The Federal 
Trade Commission is quietly trying to 
crack the corporate wall of secrecy that 
hides the real profits of many con­ 
glomerates. 
Our sources say that 98 per cent of the 
financial data for the car rental 
business, for example, are shielded from 
federal investigators. 'Hie profits of 
Hertz are buried in the books of RCA; 
Avis is listed somewhere in ITT’s files; 
Econo-Car figures are deep in the 
records of Westinghouse. 
The giant corporations can cluster the 
profits of many subsidiaries in their 
bottom-line figures. General Motors’ 
“wheeled transport category” includes 
not only autos but railroad cars, trucks 
and refrigerators 
Such firms as Jif 
peanut butter, Pringles potato chips and 
Crisco cooking oil are hidden under 
Proctor & G am ble’s “ consumer 
products” category. The profits for 
Hostess pastries, meanwhile, are buried 
in ITT’s telephone equipment category. 
The FTC is trying to force the big con­ 
glomerates to disclose their profits for 
individual products every year.

U.S. space triumph

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WASHINGTON — An event that went 
unnoticed the other day had more mean­ 
ing than most of what passes for news 
The Peoples Republic of China joined the 
International 
Telecommunications 
Satellite organization (Intelsat), becom­ 
ing the 98th member of this remarkable 
worldwide system. 
Intelsat, governed 
by a board of member 
nations, operates on a 
profit-and-loss basis, 
which is why it is un­ 
usual that a Com­ 
munist country should 
sign up. 
We Americans are 
so given to fault­ 
finding and it should 
be added — particular­ 
ly in the press — that 
great 
achievements 
are often overlooked 
as nitpicking takes the 
headlines. 
One of these achievements is Intelsat, 
which in 13 years has linked every comer 
of the globe with five satellites in syn­ 
chronous orbit at an altitude of 22,240 
miles. 
What seems hard to believe is an an­ 
niversary soon to come up. It was just 20 
years ago that the Soviet Union sent its 
Sputnik into orbit around the globe. This 
caused consternation in the United 
States where space had had little place in 
either civilian or military planning. At 
the same time, Eisenhower aides 
derided competition in an international 
basketball game. 
In 20 years and with the expenditure of 
large sums of money, the United States 
has completely outdistanced the Soviet 
Union in every space department. One 
piece of evidence is Intelsat, which grew 
out of Comsat, organized as a private 
company shortly after America’s first 
space triumphs. 
There were those early on who saw the 
potential of a space operation that would 
not come under the heavy hand of 
bureaucracy. 
One was the late Phillip L. Graham, 
publisher of the Washington Post. Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy named him to the 
board of incorporators. With the push of 
Graham and others who foresaw the 
future of space, Congress approved for­ 
mation of a private company that would 
employ what scientists and engineers 
were achieving. 
The latest communications satellite, 
IV-A, has a capacity of 6,000 voice cir­ 
cuits and two television channels. In late 
1979, Intelsat V will be in operation with 
a capacity of 12,000 voice circuits plus 
two tv channels. 
Each member nation has, of course, 
ground stations to receive the relay from 
the sky. China, with three earth stations, 
has been using the Intelsat system since 
1972, at the time of President Richard 
Nixon’s visit. For a fee, use can be made 
of Intelsat without formal membership. 
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It is possible to employ satellite 
signals for use in communication within 
a country. Algeria is an example. With 
large areas of mountain and desert that 
would have meant costly microwave 
relays and cables, the Algerians have 
bypassed a whole era with Instelsat 
signals sent from point to point within 
the country. 


At least 12 nations are non-signatory 
users of Intelsat. 
One of them, in­ 
terestingly enough, is the Soviet Union. 
The Soviets started their own inter­ 
national communications system. Today 
they have only Moscow and the East 
European satellites on their circuit 
called Inter-Sputnik. 


Intelsat is operated by two men work­ 
ing in a large room in the Comsat 
Building in Washington. They sit with 
their telephone switchboards facing one 
wall on which is a huge map of the world 
with the earth stations lighted in each 
country and the satellites and their 
antennae in the sky above In a matter of 
seconds they can reach by phone any 
point on the map. 
Intelsat has elected to send charges for 
American use, with Comsat in effect as 
the wholesaler, through private com- 


mumcations companies. The charge, for 
television at any rate, has been sharply 
reduced. 
The first satellite that went up, Early 
Bird in 1965, provided the first means for 
international relay of television. 
The 
cost then of a segment from, say, Tokyo 
or London, was several thousand dollars. 
Today it is several hundred dollars. 
One of the elements that makes 
Intelsat unique is its wholly non-political 
nature. The voice relayed over the In­ 
dian or Pacific Ocean satellites may be 
in Japanese or Urdu, or any language. It 
makes no difference, since this is a 
technical instrument that treats all 
sounds alike. 


Comparison with the Pentagon is one 
measure of the success of a private 
civilian organization. Efforts by the Pen­ 
tagon to establish its own international 
communications system fell far short 
after the expenditure of nearly $2 billion 
American creativity, American 
production, the American lead in science 
and engineering are so often lost sight of. 
The Bert Lance affair may titilate the 
emotions and spark the headlines, but 
surely it is dwarfed by the achievements 
of the post-war years.

All that, plus the stigma 
attached to psychiatric evaluation, and 
the tremendous physical and emotional 
abuse dissidents and their families are 
subjected to, is cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment. 
How do Colonel Lawson and others 
get so much power? Through Air Force 
Regulations, and their ability to kill 
careers at will through the Officer Ef­ 
ficiency Report (OER), the Airman 
Proficiency Rating (APR), and the 


Civilian Performance Evaluation. 
Blow the whistle, embarrass the 
agency and your boss, and you don’t get 
promoted, your career doesn’t advance, 
and you never reach that pot of gold at 
the end of the rainbow: retirement. 
Until the system is changed, and these 
unconscionable management practices 
are forbidden, they will continue to be 
used against anyone who dares to “Buck 
the system”, in spite of the first amend­ 
ment, and the Code of Ethics for federal 
employes.
